An  Act  lo  provide  for  ike  acquisition  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Great 
Eastern  Hoi  el  Limited. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel  Limited  for  the  purpose  of 
ensuring  belter  facilities  For  board  and  lodging  to  the  members  of  the 
public  and  for  mailers  connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Thirty-first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India, 
by  the  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows:— 

1-  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel  (Acquisition  of 
Undertaking)  Act,  1980. 

2,  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,— 

(a)  "appointed  day"  means  the  date  on  which  this  Act  comes 
into  force; 

(b)  “company”  means  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel  Limited; 

(c)  "Hotel  Authority"  means  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel  Authority 
constituted  under  section  5; 

(cl)  “notification"  means  □ notification  published  in  the  Official 
Gazette; 

(e)  "prescribed"  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  Ibis 
AcL;

(3)  Where  any  licence  or  other  instrument  in  relation  to  the 
undertaking  of  the  company  had  been  granted  at  any  lime  before  the

appointed  day  lo  the  company  by  the  Central  Government  or  the  Stale 
Government  or  any  other  authority,  ihe  Slate  Government  shall,  on  and 
from  the  appointed  day,  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  in  such  licence  or 
other  instrument  in  place  of  the  company  referred  to  therein  as  if  such 
licence  or  other  instrument  had  been  granted  to  it. 

(4)  On  and  from  the  date  of  transfer  of  the  undertaking  of  the 
company  to,  and  vesting  thereof  in,  the  Hotel  Authority,  that  Authority 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  in  the  licence  or  other  instrument 
referred  to  in  sub-section  (3)  in  place  of  the  Slate  Government  as  if  such 
licence  or  other  instrument  had  been  granted  to  the  Hotel  Authority. 

(5)  Any  liability  incurred  by  the  company  (including  the  liability, 
if  any,  arising  in  respecL  of  any  loans  or  amounts  advanced  by  the  State 
Government  to  the  company  together  with  interest  thereon)  after  the 
management  of  the  undertaking  of  ihe  company  had  been  taken  over  by 
the  State  Government  shall,  on  and  from  the  appoinled  day,  be  the 
liability  of  the  State  Government  and  shall,  on  and  from  the  date  specified 
in  the  notification  under  sub-section  (2)  of  section  3*  stand  transferred 
to,  and  shall  vest  in,  the  Hotel  Authority. 

(6)  If,  on  the  appoinled  day,  any  suit,  appeal  or  other  proceeding  of 
whatever  nature  in  relation  to  any  matter  or  business  in  respect  of  (he 
undertaking  of  the  company,  instituted  or  preferred  by  or  against  the 
company,  is  pending,  the  same  shall  not  abate,  be  discontinued  or  be, 
in  any  way,  prejudicially  affected  by  reason  of  (he  transfer  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  company  or  of  anything  contained  in  this  Act  and  the 
suit,  appeal  or  other  proceeding  may  be  continued,  proceeded  with  and 
enforced  by  or  against  the  Stale  Govemmeni  and  on  and  from  the  date 
specified  in  the  notification  under  sub-section  (2)  of  section  3,  the  Hotel 
Authority.

’(46)  The  Secretary,  if  and  when  he  is  required  lo  acl  as  a whole- 
lime  Secretary  of  the  Hold  Authority,  shall,  in  addition  to  ihe  fees  lo 
which  he  is  otherwise  entitled  under  sub-section  (5),  draw  such 
remuneration  from  ihe  Fund  of  the  Hotel  Authority  as  may  be  prescribed:

shall  be  punishable  with  imprisonment  for  a term  which  may  extend  to 
two  years,  or  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  ten  thousand  rupees,  or  with 
both: 

Provided  thaL  the  court  trying  any  orfcncc  punishable  under  this  Act 
may,  at  the  lime  of  convicting  the  accused  person,  order  him  to  deliver 
or  refund  within  such  lime  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  court  such  property 
or  any  part  thereof  wrongfully  withheld  or  wrongfully  obtained  or  retained 
or  such  document  wilfully  withheld  or  not  furnished  or  such  assets, 
books  of  account,  registers  or  other  documents  not  delivered. 

(2)  No  court  shall  take  cognizance  of  any  offence  punishable  under 
this  Act  except  with  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Stale  Government  or 
oF  an  officer  authorised  by  that  Government  in  this  behalf.

14.  (1)  Where  an  offence  under  this  Act  has  been  committed  by  a 
company, every  person  who  ai  the  lime  the  offence  was  committed  was 
in  charge  of,  and  was  responsible  to,  the  company  for  the  conduct  of 
the  business  of  the  company  as  well  as  the  company,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  guilty  of  (he  offence  and  shall  be  liable  io  be  proceeded  against 
and  punished  accordingly: 

Provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this  sub-section  shall  render  any 
such  person  liable  io  any  punishment,  if  he  proves  that  ihe  offence  was 
committed  without  his  knowledge  or  that  he  had  exercised  all  due 
diligence  to  prevent  the  commission  of  such  offence. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (1),  where 
any  offence  under  this  Act  has  been  commit  led  hy  a company  and  it  is 
proved  that  the  offence  has  been  committed  with  the  consent  or  connivance 
of,  or  is  attributable  to  any  neglect  on  the  part  of,  any  director,  manager, 
secretary  or  other  officer  of  the  company,  such  director,  manager,  secretary 
or  other  officer  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  that  offence  and  shall 
be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  and  punished  accordingly. 

Explanation,—  For  the  purposes  of  this  section, — 

(a)  “company"  means  any  body  corporate  and  includes  a firm 
or  other  association  of  individuals;  and 

(b)  “director"  in  relation  to  a firm,  means  a partner  In  the  firm. 

15.  No  suit,  prosecution  or  other  legal  proceeding  shall  lie  against 
the  Stale  Government  or  any  officer  or  other  employee  serving  in 
connection  with  the  affairs  of  the  undertaking  of  the  company  for  anything 
which  is  in  good  faith  done  or  intended  to  be  done  under  this  Act. 

16.  (1)  Every  person  employed  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  company,  who  has  been  in  such  employment 
immediately  before  the  appointed  day,  shall  continue  to  hold  office  after 
the  coming  into  force  of  this  Act  with  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as 
to  pension,  gratuity  and  other  matters  to  which  he  was  entitled  immediately 
before  the  appointed  day  and  shall,  on  and  from  the  dale  specified  in 
the  notification  under  sub-section  (2)  of  section  3,  become  an  employee 
of  the  Hotel  Authority  and  shall  hold  office  under  the  Hotel  Authority 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  before  and  shall  continue  to  do  so 
unless  and  until  his  employment  under  the  Hotel  Authority  is  duly 
terminated  or  until  his  remuneration,  terms  and  conditions  of  employment 
are  duly  altered  by  the  Hotel  Authority. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Industrial  Disputes  ]40f  (947. 
Act,  1947,  or  in  any  other  law  in  force  for  the  lime  being,  the  transfer 
of  services  of  any  officer  or  other  employee  from  the  company  to  the 
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(Sections  17-20.) 


Hotel  Authority  or  to  any  other  post  shall  not  entitle  such  officer  or  other 
employee  to  any  compensation  under  this  Act  or  any  other  law  in  force 
for  the  time  being  and  no  such  claim  shall  be  entertained  by  any  court, 
tribunal  or  other  authority, 

17*  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  have  effect  notwithstanding 
anything  inconsistent  therewith  contained  in  any  other  law  in  force  for 
the  time  being  or  in  any  instrument  having  effect  by  virtue  of  any  law 
other  than  this  Act  or  in  any  judgement,  decree  or  order  of  any  court, 
tribunal  or  other  authority. 

18.  (1)  The  State  Government  may  by  notification  direct  that  all  or 
any  of  the  powers  exercisable  by  it  under  this  Act,  other  than  the  power 
to  make  rules,  may  also  be  exercised  by  such  person  or  persons  as  may 
be  specified  in  the  notification. 

(2)  Whenever  any  delegation  of  power  is  made  under  sub-section 
(1),  the  person  or  persons  lo  whom  the  power  has  been  delegated  shall 
act  under  the  direction,  control  and  supervision  of  the  State  Government. 

19.  (1)  The  State  Government  may  by  notification  make  rules  for 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing  power,  such  rules  may  provide  for  all  or  any  of  the  matters 
which  may  be,  or  are  required  to  be,  prescribed. 

20*  If  any  difficulty  arises  in  giving  effect  lo  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  the  State  Government  may,  by  order  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  remove  the  difficulty: 

Provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  after  the  expiry  of  a period 
of  two  years  from  the  date  of  coming  into  force  of  this  Act. 
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
